NOTIFICATION 

Customs 

New Delh.1^ the 21st June 1969 

O.SJl. 1478,—In exercise of the powers conferred by scetion 79 ol the Customs 
AcL 1982 (62 of 1962), and in supersession of the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and Insurance) No. 
G.S.R. 396 dated the 26th March, 1967, the Central Government hereby nudeas the 
foUowins rules, namely; — 

f. Short title — These rules may be called the Tiuii lev oi Residence Rules, 
1969, 

2- Personal and household effects exempt from dul> subject to certain c-oii- 
dltlons-—Subject to the provisions of the Baggage (Conditions of Exemption) 
Rules. 1063 and rule 3 of these rules, the personal and house-hold effects of a 
jwTBon on a bonu-flde transfer of residence to India shall be exempted from Custom 
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duty, subject to the fulfilment of the following conditions to the satisfaction of the 

Assistint CfillcLtoi of Customs, namely;— 

(a) Such person has been residh^ abroad continuously for a minimum 

jjeriod of two years Immediately preceding the transfer of residence; 

(b) Such person is transferring his residence to India for a minimum stay 

of one year; 

(c) Such person certifies that the goods have been in his or his family's 

ownership and use for not less than one year and examination of th® 
goods and other attendant circumstances bear this out. 

(d) The goods in respect of which exemption is claimed are imported for 

such person’s or his family's personal or household use and not for 
sale, exchange or for being given away to any other person; 

(e) The goods are imported within the time limit fixed under any rules 

made or deemed to have been made under section 79 of the said Act. 

3. Goods not cx'Bmpt.—Goods snecified in SchcduLp I annexed hereto .shall not 

be exempt in any case, and goods specified in Schedule II annexed hereto shall 
be exempt only in the case of persons who transfer their residence to India after 
a period of not les.s than three years’ continuous stay abroad. 

4. Condition of Short Visits —For the purposes of rule 2 and rule 3. short visits, 
11 any, paid by the person concerned to India during the aforesaid period of iwo 
years or three years, as the case may be, shall be ignored if the total dm’ation of 
stay on these visits to India does not exceed six months and the exemption admlssi-* 
tale under these rules has not been claimed or availed of in any of the aforasaid 
visits: 

Provided that on sufficient cause being shown by the person concerned, th® 
Central Board of Excise and Customs may direct that such short visits shall b® 
ignored, r-ven it the total duration of stay in India on such vi.'^its exceeds six 
months.
